Once  again  Mars  Hill's  men  of  athletics  returned  to  the  playing 
field  to  engage  in  sports  and  strive  for  the  highest  standards  of 
sportsmanship. 

Returning  from  the  lazy  summer  atmosphere  and  cloud  filled  skies,  the  youth  of  America  once  again  sought  their 
institutions  of  learning.  From  the  thriving  cities  and  the  rolling  farmlands,  they  came  into  the  world  of  textbooks 
and  knowledge.     Aside  from  their  classroom  activities,  many  found  their  way  to  the  athletic  fields  to  indulge  in  sports. 

.•\s  the  universities  and  colleges  across  the  land  opened  the  doors  to  their  sports  department,  Mars  Hill's  men  of 
athletics  found  a  program  of  sports  devoted  to  the  upbuilding  of  high  standards  of  sportsmanship  amid  clean  com- 
petition on  the  field  of  play.  The  athletes,  wearing  the  traditional  school  colors  of  blue  and  gold,  were  mindful  of 
the  past  history  of  the  college  on  the  green,  cleated  gridiron;  the  fiery  duels  of  the  pitchers  on  the  diamond;  the  swish- 
ing of  the  nets  on  the  hardwood;  the  speedy  dashes  and  hurdles  at  the  track  meets.  These  men  who  were  to  perform 
on  the  athletic  fields  under  the  name  of  Mars  Hill  College  were  constantly  filled  with  the  spirit  of  determination,  the 
will  to  win,  that  had  been  handed  down  from  the  athletes  of  the  past.  Through  their  participation  in  the  sporting 
events,  they  learned  the  spirited  feeling  of  victory  in  their  hearts;  and  most  important  of  all  was  the  realization  of 
defeat  and  the  spirit  in  which  a  good  sportsman  observes  following  a  day  of  battle  when  the  victory  banner  could 
not  be  flown. 

Truly  there  were  many  lessons  taught  and  also  there  was  the  molding  of  friendships  that  athletes  of  all  schools  highly 
preserve  to  look  back  upon  in  the  years  ahead.  The  fellowship  and  the  winning  of  new  friends  were  many  of  the 
great  advantages  the  men  of  sports  received.  During  the  sports  contests  held  on  the  home  fields,  the  student  body 
of  the  college  of  a  thousand  strong  presented  a  sparkling  array  of  school  spirit  that  will  live  in  the  memories  of  all 
who  witnessed  the  colorful  sports  program  of  Mars  Hill  College  in  the  year  of  1947  and  '48. 
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FOOTBALL 


The  1947  Football  Season  came  to  the  campus  on 
August  25,  when  thirty  or  more  pigskin  hopefuls 
arrived  for  the  first  practice  sessions.  With  the  late 
summer  sun  beaming  down.  Coaches  Woodrow  "Red" 
Ramsey  and  "Bob"  Edwards  began  preparations  for 
the  coming  battles.  Seventeen  lettermen  returned 
from  the  1946  eleven  which  ended  the  season  as  runner- 
up  in  the  North  Carolina  Junior  College  Conference. 

The  initial  test  for  the  "47  gridders  arrived  on  .Sep- 
tember 27  with  Hiwassee  College  in  Madisonville, 
Tenn.  "Sleepy"  Cole,  veteran  fullback,  was  injured 
in  the  .second  quarter  which  began  a  series  of  injuries 
that  spelled  many  defeats  throughout  the  remainder 
of  the   season.     The   Mountain   Lions   were   unable   to 


check  the  rolling  Hiwassee  machine  and  suffered  their 
first  black  mark  of  the  season.  In  the  wake  of  the 
Tennessee  fracas,  the  Lions  continued  with  flashes 
of  new  injured  men  registered  on  the  infirmary  list. 
Upon  the  following  pages  is  recorded  the  hard  fought 
battles  of  this  year,  which  in  the  end  proved  to  be  one 
of  the  most  exciting  seasons  of  the  gridiron  sport  at 
Mars  Hill. 

The  following  awards  were  made  at  the  termination 
of  the  1947  football  season.  Billy  \Vebster  was  nomi- 
nated as  the  Best  All  Round  Player.  Jack  Fleming 
was  selected  as  the  Lion's  Best  Tackier  and  J.  C.  Saund- 
ers was  voted  as  the  Best  Blocker.

Coach  Woodrow  C.  "Red"  Ramsey,  Athletic  Di- 
rector, began  his  sports  career  at  Mars  Hill  High 
School,  participating  in  football,  baseball,  and  basket- 
ball. Following  graduation,  he  attended  Mars  Hill 
College  where  he  continued  his  athletic  ability  in  the 
three  major  sports.  Following  his  attendance  at 
Western  Carolina  Teachers  College,  where  he  played 
baseball  and  basketball,  he  coached  at  Marshall  High 
.School  tor  three  years,  capturing  the  Western  B  Class 
Championship  each  year.  Ramsey's  high  school  eleven 
lost  only  one  game  out  of  the  thirty  contests  played 
over  the  three  year  period. 

During  the  war  years.  Coach  Ramsey  served  with 
the  Marine  Corps  for  four  years  in  the  2nd  Division. 
His  '46  gridders  ended  the  season  as  runners-up  in  the 
North  Carolina  Junior  College  Conference,  placing 
three  men  on  the  .Ml  .State  team.  Ramsey's  basketball 
aggregation  of '47  was  the  state's  runner-up  in  the  Junior 
College  Conference. 


This  has  been  C'oach  Bob  Edward's  first  year  at 
Mars  Hill  College  in  an  official  capacity.  During 
the  past  year  he  has  served  as  assistant  to  Coach  Ramsey. 
Coach  Edwards  is  the  son  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  W.  M. 
Edwards  of  Mars  Hill.  "Coach  Bob,"  as  he  is  often 
called,  attended  Mars  Hill  High  School  and  was  grad- 
uated from  Mars  Hill  College  in  1940.  Following 
his  football  days  here  at  the  college,  he  enrolled  at 
High  Point  College  and  graduated  with  honors  in 
1947.  During  his  last  year  with  the  High  Point  Purple 
Panthers,  he  was  co-captain  and  among  the  confer- 
ence high  scorers.  While  playing  quarterback  against 
the  Duke  University  B  Squad  last  year,  he  sustained 
a  broken  hip  and  reinained  on  the  sidelines  through- 
out the  remaining  portion  of  the  season.  Coach  Ed- 
wards reinarked  that  he  had  enjoyed  his  first  year  at 
Mars  Hill  and  was  delighted  that  the  school  spirit 
had   increased  .so  noticeably.

The  evening  of  September  25  presented  a  cool  wind 
blowing  in  from  the  Tennessee  mountains  which  did 
not  appear  to  hinder  the  rolling  Hiwassee  machine 
as  they  overpowered  the  Mars  Hill  Lions  28-6,  in  a 
grueling  battle.  Early  in  the  first  quarter,  "Sleepy" 
Cole,  veteran  fullback,  was  injured  and  the  hopes  of 
victory  dimmed.  Hiwassee  fielded  a  backfield  com- 
bination that  had  been  operating  together  since  high 
school  days,  and  only  once  did  Mars  Hill  break  into 
the   secondary    to   register   a    marker.     Martin    Cava- 


naugh. fleet-footed  Hillian  tailback,  slashed  over  his 
right  tackle,  eluded  one  tackier  and  headed  for  pay 
dirt  on  a  35  yard  jaunt.  Unable  to  gain  ground  in 
several  attempts  throughout  the  evening,  the  Lions 
played  brilliantly  when  on  the  defensive.  John  Brown, 
husky  tackle  from  St.  Charles,  Va.,  and  G.  H.  Lance 
broke  up  many  a  Hiwassee  play  before  the  ball  carrier 
reached  the  line  of  scrimmage.  The  Tennessee  grid- 
ders  scored  on  long  runs  of  thirty  and  forty  yards  with 
two   touchdowns  chalked   up   by  way  of  the  airlanes.

The  Pembroke  Indians  found  the  Mars  HLlHans 
were  "on  the  warpath"  as  the  golden-arrayed  Lions 
blasted  the  Pembroke  aggregation  44-0.  with  Martin 
Cavanaugh  scoring  a  trio  of  touchdowns.  Billy 
Webster  and  Robert  Rumbough,  ball  carriers  de- 
luxe, also  performed  for  the  Mars  Hill  colors  in  a 
creditable  manner.  The  Indians  were  outclassed 
in  every  department  as  Coach  Rain.sey  played 
every  man  on  the  squad  in  the  Lion's  .second  con- 
test of  the  year.  Although  the  Pembroke  aggre- 
gation failed  utterly  to  [present  any  type  of  an  offensive 
attack,  the  entire  student  body  and  spectators  ad- 
mired and  praised  them  for  their  sportsman.ship 
and  hard  play.  Nearing  the  end  of  the  ball  game 
when  the  score  was  above  their  heads  nearly  thirty- 
six  points,  the  hard  driving  Indians  were  threatening 
to  score  with  a  fighting  spirit  that  never  was  sub- 
dued, even  by  a  score  reaching  close  to  the  fifty 
mark.

MARS  HILL  vs.   BILTMORE 


From  the  very  first  blast  of  the  whistle,  the  Mars 
Hill-Biltmore  gridiron  fracas  was  perhaps  the  most 
hard  fought  contest  ever  staged  on  the  Lions'  home 
grounds.  Cecil  Roberts,  ex-Mars  Hill  bench  warmer, 
brought  the  gallery  of  spectators  into  a  moment  of 
excitement  on  the  first  play  from  scrimmage.  Fading 
back  ten  yards,  Roberts  let  go  with  an  aerial  bomb 
that  missed  its  target  only  by  inches.  From  that  play 
forward  until  the  game  was  over,  thrills  and  moments 
of  never  ending  excitement  were  present. 

Mars  Hill's  Jack  Sanderford  slashed  the  Biltmore 
forward  wall  to  bits  as  VVhisnant,  Crocker,  .Saunders, 


Mclver  and  others  cleared  the  way.  Frank  Yandell, 
talented  wingback,  suffered  a  broken  leg  in  the  third 
quarter  as  the  Lions  were  trailing  by  one  touchdown 
Moments  later,  Horace  Patty  slipped  through  the 
Mars  Hill  defense  to  scamper  nearly  eighty-five  yards 
to  pay  dirt.  With  the  .score  listed  at  12-0,  the  injury 
jinx  struck  again  as  Charlie  Wilfong  was  hauled  down 
from  behind  after  grabbing  a  pass  from  Billy  Webster. 
Again  the  Mars  Hillians  threatened  after  a  series  of 
aerial  tosses  that  netted  considerable  yardage  down 
to  the  Biltmore  eight.  Four  attempts  failed  and  Bilt- 
more booted  out  of  danger  as  the  game  ended.

Journeying  to  eastern  Carolina,  the  twice  defeated 
Lions  of  Mars  Hill  played  the  Presbyterian  Junior 
College  to  a  6-6  deadlock,  upsetting  the  dope  bucket 
as  the  Scotties  were  a  heavy  favorite  up  until  game 
time.  Big  Jack  .Sanderford  again  provided  the  of- 
fensive power  for  the  Hillians  as  he  continually  stalked 
ihr  P.  J.  C.  secondary  for. yardage.
